counted for the matter. In this hypothetical case, five men 
would have controlled 666 votes,

The change to be proposed by Stark would give each di- 
rector his proportionate share of the vote. In other words, 
in the case of Los Angeles, each of the eight directors 
would cast 83-1/2 votes and his votes would be counted in

Surplus were among many 
items reported by Walter 
T. Shannon, director of the 
California Department of 
Fish and Game, in his annual 
report to the Fish and Game 
Commission on 1967 activi- 
ties, 


Fish hatcheries produced 
52,167,408 fish in 1966-67, 
weighing a record 2,419,715 
pounds, Production included 
22,831,253 trout and koka- 
nee, 28,560,220 salmon and 
Steelhead, and 775,935 
warmwuter fish, 

The surplus in the Fist 
and Game Preservation Fund 
reached $9,300.00, an in- 
crease of $108,000 over the 
previous year. The higher 
surplus came from two sour- 
ces, Shannon said: the De- 
partment spent $1,250,009 
less than it budgeted: and the 
change to accrual ace 
counting, under which money 
due from license agents is 
counted as received, added 
about $1,000,000, Formerly, 
this money wasn’t counted 
unl it was received.

Field strength of the mag- 
net going to Chaffey College 
is approximately 14,000 
gauss: the earth’s magnetic 
field, for comparison, has a 
strength of about one-half 
gauss. A magnet of this 
strength is suitable for ex- 
periments that demonstrate 
the Hall effect, a phenome- 
non which results from ine 
teractions that take place 
between electric and mag- 
netic fields.
